Gifts that Continue to Give 


The Josephine County Historical Society has been 
blessed throughout the years by many generous acts of 
kindness: 

e The Schmidt House Legacy 

In 1978, Anna and Flora Schmidt wrote to the 
Josephine County Historical Society, offering their 
home in which they had lived since 1901, as a gift to 
the Society. They hoped that by doing so they would 
enable the house to be preserved, as they had so 
carefully preserved it for many years. 

When Anna Schmidt passed away late in 1987, 
many of the possessions with which her apartment had 
been furnished were left to the Society. These items 
have been used in the Schmidt House displays. 

The Society moved into the house in 1983, 
furnishing rooms upstairs and the kitchen as period- 
style display rooms with the things that Anna and Flora 
had left behind. 

What a generous gift to the people of this county! 
¢ The Timberland Legacy 
In late 1989, Fred Espy and his wife Maybell (Happy), 
gave the Josephine County Historical Society and the 
Humane Society of Josephine County a parcel of 
timbered real estate which had been in Fred’s family 
since the 1880s.

This 18.28 acres, located on Brimstone Creek in 
Northern Josephine County, was donated to the 
Society through a trust agreement. The Society was 
able to select, cut and market timber on the property, 
with one half of the net income from such a harvest 
going to the Humane Society. 

In the event of a sale of the property, the principal 
proceeds would be held in trust with the net income 
divided equally between the two non-profits.

Many people set aside a 
particular dollar amount or a percentage of their estate. 
¢ Who can help me arrange for a gift? 

Speak with a professional, i.e., lawyer, accountant, 
insurance agent, financial planner. 

° How do I leave a gift in memory of a person 
or for a specified purpose? 

This type of memorial gift can be arranged in your will. 
Just make certain that the gift is given in memory of a 
particular person or for a specific use. 

°Do I tell the charity I’ve left the gift?
